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No licenses for self-service 


There will be no self-service gas 
stations in Wilmington if the 
board of selectmen has its way. 

~~) The selectmen Monday night 
voted that no license for a 
flammable storage permit will be 
issued or renewed for self-service 
gas stations that would allow the 
pumping of gas for retail sale 
without an attendant present 
holding the nozzle while the gas is 
being pumped into the tank. 

The vote came after selectmen 
reviewed a letter from Town 
Counsel Alan Altman, In this 


correspondence, Altman an- 
swered the board's question of 
what, if any, recourse did they 
have to stop self-service gas 
stations in town now that the 
Board of Appeals had rescinded 
its original vote and granted some 
full-service stations a variance to 
switch to this type of operation. 
Altman explained that as a 
Ylicense-granting board, they may 
set conditions or restrictions 
regarding the use of a gasoline 
storage permit after notice and, 
hearing. Town Counsel's letter 


explained to the board that this is 
perfectly legal and has been 
applied and tested in a similar 
case in Revere. 

This move by the selectmen 
goes back to the first time the 
request was made by a gas 
station (Tulsa, on Main Street) to 
convert to self-service. The 
station interpreted their request 
be in line with the zoning by-law 
that allows for such a conversion 
to occur if it is for an accessory 
use, DePasquale explained. The 
Board of Appeals originally 


denied their request, he said, and 
the station took them to court 
According to DePasquale, the 
court told the Board of Appeals to 
go back and reconsider their 
decision. He said the Board of 
Appeals interpreted this to mean 
that their original decision was 
wrong, and therefore reversed it 
Since the granting of the ap- 
peals decision, work has taken 
place at North Wilmington Shell 
for the installation of new gas 
pumps. A second island has been 
added for self-service pumps, but 
the work is not yet complete. 


A busy day for drug arrests 


Wilmington police have been 
busy with drug arrests in recent 
months, Friday was an ex- 
ceptionally busy day. 

Police arrested a total of nine 
youths at Wilmington High School 
during daytime hours.

Bradley J. Lucas, 
17 of 175 Taft Road, Wilmington 
was arrested on a charge of 
possession of marijuana with 
intent to sell. Sgt. Jay Palmer 
said that Lucas had three bags of 
marijuana when arrested, in 
addition to $20. Palmer said that 
Lucas had just sold a bag to a 
juvenile. 

Also arrested were Michael 
Dorr, 16, of 222 Burlington Avenue 
and Robert Barry of 8 Chandler 
Road on charges of possession of 
marijuana 
A second group of youths 
arrested included Steven Paoucci 
of 7 Oakridge Circle, Wilmington 
on charges of possession of a class 
D substance and possession of a 
class D substance with intent to 
distribute. Thomas Sciarappa, 19 
of Sherwood Road and Thomas 
Winnett, 15, of 9 Catherine Ave. 
were both arrested on charges of 
possession of marijuana. 

Three other youths were 
arrested in the early afternoon, 
after two of them showed a 
“ioint” to a parent.:The youths, 
enrolled in the “Project In- 
tercede’’ program for youths with 

lems, were in their 
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teacher's car at the time. The 
teacher had entered the school, 
leaving the youths in the car in 
front of the school. After the

Chief Stewart said that with the 
large number of arrests that have 
taken place recently, the men in 
his department would soon be 
spending a lot of time in court.

Arcade move approved

The Gardner Building at 281 
Main St., is set tobe the new home 
of Game World following a 
decision rendered Monday night 
by the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen. 
Selectman Caira disputed 


granting the license at the new~ 


location because Rooney did not 
have any parking or space 
utilization plans to show them 
Caira said the other two arcade 
licenses were required to bring 
such plans before the board, and 
he did not think it was fair to 
grant Rooney's license without 
the same requirement. 
DePasquale disagreed, saying 
that those papers were required 
from the other licensees because 
in the case of Joe LaCreta’s 
permit, there was no existing 
building. He was proposing to 
construct an arcade, DePasquale 
said, and the board needed to 
have some idea of what he was 
proposing. In the case of Langone 
and Stuart, the board wanted to 
see a lease - sales agreement and 
a certificate of incorporation as 
well as parking and floor plans. 
DePasquale explained that the 
reasons for this were that at the 
time the papers had not tran- 
sfered from Wilmington Ford to 
the arcade, and they were in the 
process of incorporating. There 
was also a question of the ms 
tanks.at the Texaco building, he 


added. He said it was different in 
Rooney's case because he was 
proposing to move his arcade to 
an existing building and there are 
no implications as in the other two 
cases. 

DePasquale urged the board to 
grant Rooney permission to 
transfer his business to the new 
location subject to regulations set 
by the board. He went on to say 
that after the outcry from citizens 
after Rooney put his first arcade 
in North Wilmington, the select- 
men urged him to relocate to 
Main Street as soon as possible 
Now he is doing that, DePasquale 
said, and asked that the select- 
men give him the permission he 
needs, 

Despite Caira's objections, 
DePasquale’s motion passed 3-1, 
with Cain abstaining. 

Later in the meeting, Al 
Fiorenza, owner of the building 
where Game World is currently 
located, appeared before the 
board to ask if they would con- 
sider allowing Joe LaCreta to put 
his arcade in the North 
Wilmington building for the 
remaining five months of 
Rooney's lease until his building 
is constructed. 

The selectmen agreed to take 
up this issue in the event LaCreta 
came before them. DePasquale 
added that this arcade business is 
getting to be like General

Moderator post open 


in town 


Wilmington will have a new 
town moderator in 1982. John 
Callan of Woburn Street has 
announced his decision not to run 
for office this year. 

Callan has served as moderator 
since 1969. In addition to running 
the town meeting, the moderator 
also sits as appointing authority 
with the town manager and board 
of selectman for members of the 


finance committee The 
moderator’s term of office is for 
one year. 


Callan said he was announcing 
his decision early in order to 
allow people adequate time to 
prepare and submit nomination 
papers for the position. 
Nomination papers for town of- 
fice are available from the town 
clerk through March 10, and must 
be filed by March 15. 

Besides the moderator's seat, 
other offices up for election this 
year are two seats on the board of 
selectmen, one for two years, one 
for three, two seats on the school 
committee for three year terms, a 
five year term on the housing

authority, two seats on the 
redevelopment authority, one for 
five years, one for one year, and a 
three year term on the regional 
vocational school committee. 

Officials presently holding the 
seats are selectmen Robert Cain 
and Michael Caira, school 
committee members Linda 
McMenimen and James Demos, 
housing authority member 
Lorraine Brozyna, redevelop- 
nt authority members Wilson 
Belbin and Sidney Kaiser, and 
regional vocational school 
committeeman Frank MacLean. 
None of these officials have yet 
announced whether they plan to 
seek re-eection. 

Also the ballot will be a 
question 6f whether the town will 
accept the-recall petition article 
voted in last year's town meeting. 
The recall petition for Wilmington 
was recently signed by the 
governor. 

The town election will be on 
Sat., April 17. The annual town 
meeting will be one week later. 


Town manager goes, from 
eight cylinders to four 


Wilmington is running out of old 
police cruisers. As a result Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski bas, 
with an assent from the select- 
men, hired two new cars for town 
business. The Fred F. Cain 
agency submitted the lowest of 
the three bids received. 


The new cars, front wheel 
drive, four cylinder, are 
Plymouth versions of the 


Chrysler K Car. They are ex- 
pecied to go 25 to 30 miles per 
gallon of gas. One car is for the 
town manager, the other for 
Highway Department Superin- 
tendent Bob Palmer. 

For years old police cruisers 
were converted in the town 
garage into cars for department 
heads in Wilmington. That was in 
the days when five new cars were 
purchased each year for the 
police department. The cruisers 
would be overhauled and painted. 
white. The police radios would be 


removed, but not always the 
police searchlights which, 
however would be deactivated. 

In the past two years only three 
cruisers have been purchased 
each year. The town manager 
found as a result that the old cars 
were becoming more and more 
expensive with both higher gas 
comsumption and greater need 
for repairs. Because the cars 
were designed for police work, 
everything in them was heavy 
duty, expensive to replace. The 
engines were large V8's, gas 
guzzlers. 

The car formerly driven by the 
town manager is now being 
driven by the head of the 
recreation department. The town 
engineer, too, has a car that is 
new to him. The town manager 
intends to evaluate the cost of 
hiring new cars for use by 
department heads.

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Private school survey sent out © 


The parents of some 375 private 
school students in grades 7 
through 12 have received a survey 
form in the mail asking them to 
give an indication as to why they 
took their children out of the 
Tewksbury system. The survey 
was mailed from Superintendent 
of Schools John Wynn's office on 
January 5 along with a pre- 
addressed stamped return en- 
velope 

Wynn informed the committee 
of the survey on December 16 
when it was ina rough draft form. 
The actual survey form varies 
very little from the one presented 
to the committee that evening. 

However, one section of 
questions was added to the end of 
the previously three section 
survey form that was prepared by 
Wynn, Assistant Superintendent 
for Schools Dr. Ed Farley, 
Special Education Director 
Michelina DeAngelis, Junior High 
School Principal Richard Griffin 
and North Street and Center 


School William 
Tsimtsos. 

The first section asks the 
parents to identify what grade 
their student is in and what sex 
they are. However, it does not ask 
for the name of the student or the 
parent 

The second section lists 42 
possible reasons)for leaving the 
‘Tewksbury system (see page 5 of 
the December 23 edition of Town 
Crier for complete list of 
reasons). The parent is asked to 
rate whether the reason was the 
least important factor in making 
their decision, less important, 
important, more important or 
most important 

The third section then asks the 
parents to list the three reasons 
they checked as most important 
in a weighted fashion. The idea is 
to find out which of the three most 
important reasons played the 
major role in the making of the 
decision to send the student to 
private school

negative connotation with them. 
They suggested that future 
surveys should contain positive 
reasons in order to ‘find out what 
is good in the schools for a 
change.” 

The CAC also suggested that a 
survey of public school parents 
should be done in order to find out 
what they feel is positive and 
negative about the system 

Wareing said, “This is going to 
tell us nothing.”” She agrued that

However, Wynn said that it will 
be up to the people who interpret 
the responses to make certain 
determinations and draw certain 
conclusions by taking all factors 
into consideration.

Town Assessor Tony Kr- 
zeminski and Magee and McGane 
representative Del Roberge, 
Monday night told the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen that the 
revaluation of the town is at least 
66 percent complete. They said 
they expect the total project to 
continue to move as scheduled. 

The two men told the board that 
all the single family homes have 
been visited at least once and the 
total revaluation of this type of 
housing is 98 percent finished. 
Commercial property is 62 per- 
cent complete, they said and 
industrial property is 33 percent 
complete. Roberge explained that 
right now commercial and in- 
dustrial revaluation is moving 
slowly due to the cold weather, 
but they still plan to have it 
finished on time. 

Records with estimated values 
and visits from senior review 
appraisers should be completed 
by May 1, Roberge said. After this 


Revaluation 66% complete 


is done, they are set to go to the 
state for preliminary certification 
of their work. This certification 
from the state should be in by the 
end of May, the two men said, 
after which impact notices will be 
sent out to property owners. 
Hearings will begin in mid-June, 
Roberge added 

In the middle of July they plan 
to file for final certification from 
the state, Roberge said. He said 
that the tax rate can be deter- 
mined in the middle of August if 
all things move as planned.

This was in 1978 and today, Bob is 
“still there on faith,” according to 
his father. 

Faith is a vital factor in the lives 
of Bob Toye and his father Charles 
and mother Mary. 

In 1975, the lives of the Reading 
family were nearly shattered when 
18-year-old Bob was almost killed in 
a motorcycle accident, just one 
month before his graduation from 
high school. 

Doctors gave the Toyes little hope 
that their son would survive. 

Bob was in a coma for four 
months, confined to a hospital bed 
for one year and he spent another 
year as an outpatient. 

His brain stem was injured, 
leaving Bob with severe brain 
damage. Doctors were not op- 
timistic about his chances of 
regaining the ability to walk, talk or 
see, according to-his father 

“During all of that time, we never 
went to church,’ Charles said, 
adding that his wife “always 
prayed,” but he “really and truly 
never had the heart to pray because 
Twas afraid.” 

“I was afraid to really let myself 
go into prayer,” Charles said, ad- 
ding“. . . .sometimes, if you go into 
it and the results don't come out, 
well then, you're worse off 
sometimes and I always had that 
fear." 

A friend of his, who was a member 
of the Charismatic Movement, 
encouraged him to attend services 
during the family crisis, but Charles 
said he “didn't want to get involved 
in any of that,” 

After Bob was released from the 
hospital in 1977, Mary suggested to 
her husband that they go to church, 
which they had not done in ap- 
proximately seven years. 

Although the Toyes were Roman 
Catholic, they had “‘sort of drifted 
away .from the church,"’ Charles 
said, mainly due to the changes 
which had evolved in the religion. 

‘To satisfy both the requests from 
his wife and his friend, Charles 
suggested that he and Mary attend a 
Charismatic Movement meeting. 

Mary, however, was not very 
receptive to this idea; she wanted to 
attend a regular Roman Catholic 
mass. 

Eventually the two compromised, 
each agreeing to attend both the 
Charismatic and the Roman 
Catholic services. 

Ironically, Mary was immediately 
captivated by the boisterous service 
and she joined in with the singing 
and clapping Charismatics 

Her husband, however, became 
embarrassed and left her in the 
church. 

“I walked out; I couldn't take it,” 
he said. 

‘After some persuasion by Mary, 
the couple returned to other services 
and began to get involved with the 
movement, eventually going 
through the “life in the spirit” 
seminar, which js basically a 
renewal of baptismal promises. 

This procedure is followed by a 
ceremony known as the “laying of 


hands,” in which the person par- 
ticipating is prayed over and he then 
falls to the ground, “‘slain in the 
spirit.” 

When Bob went through the 
ceremony at a Charismatic service 
in Natick, Charles said he and Mary 
‘saw some unbelievable healing.” 

Bob experienced burning sen. 
sations in his eyes and legs, followed 
by improvement in his vision and a 
ceasing of tremors in his legs. His 
voice was also prayed over and it too 
improved 

Bob said his vision went from 15, 
percent to 35 percent to the current 
level of 85 percent of total ability to 
see 

“It was instantanedus im- 
provement,” Charles said. “It was 
unbelievable; it was a miracle as 
far as we're concerned." 

‘The Toyes were asked to join the 
prayer ministry in 1978 and all three 
actually perform the laying of hands 
ceremony 

Bob later began a local prayer 
ministry, in which he prays for and 
with people over the phone. 

His most remarkable success 
story concerns a woman who had 
been confined to a wheelchair with 
polio for 22 years, 

Bob prayed over the woman at a 
Charismatic service and her legs 
began to move, almost as if she were 
preparing to leave the chair 

“This is the first time they've ever 
moved," she said. 

Bob prayed with the woman over 
the phone, which he said helped rid 
her of agonizing pains resulting 
from slipped disks and continued 
strengthening of her legs. 

“Nothing is impossible," ac 
cording to Bob. 

His interest in applying to the 
University of Steubenville, despite 
his mental and physical handicaps, 
was sparked by his attendance at a 
summer retreat at the Ohio campus. 

“Sure enough, he got in,"’ Charles 
said proudly. 

Although doctors and social 
workers did not recommend that 
Bob go to college, Charles said, “We 
felt that he was making progress 
and he had to learn by himself what 
he could do and what he couldn't 
do.” 


Bob is a theology major and he is 
working for an Associates Degree in 
pastoral ministry. He takes t 
courses each semester and t 
credit program will take five years 
for him to complete 

Although Steubenville is not 
specifically a school for han-

dicapped students, it is “fit for the 
handicapped person,"’ according to 
Bob because it is a “loving com 
munity.” 

‘Stnce his arrival at the university 
Bob said he has been continually 
helped by other students. And like 
most college students, when he’s not 


hitting the books, Bob enjoys social 
events, such as school dances 

He was also recently installed as a 
Eucharistic minister about which he 
said, “An average guy would talk 
about being on the football team in 
college or something, but my big 
event is being a Eucharistic

“didn't expect him to live at all,” 
Charles said. 

The accident occurred near the 
Toye'’s home on Copeland Avenue on 
what Mary described as “‘the worst 
night of my life.” 

“They thought the kid was dead,” 
Mary said of the ambulance drivers 
and onlookers, including the Toye's 
older son Chuck. “It was awful."” 

For the first three weeks, Charles 
did not allow his wife to visit their 
son because the doctors did not 
expect him to live. 

After about a month, the doctors 
knew that Bob could be kept alive, 
but they were unsure how far he 
could progress beyond merely 
existing with the aid of machines. 

“It was a question of would he 
ever do anything or just be a 
vegetable,” Charles said 

‘When he asked a doctor to rate his 
son's chances on a scale of 10 to 9, 
the doctor said, “*10."" 

“He was gone," Mary said. 

“Would he be able to drink 
water?" “Would he be able to talk?" 
fould he be able to open his 
eyes?” 

These were the questions being 
asked about Bob at the time. 

“They thought his whole right side 
would be paralyzed,’ Charles said. 

Eventually Mary was able to visit 
her son's friend, who had been on 
the motorcycle with Bob and had 
broken a leg in the accident. 

She then realized, ‘If I can go see 
Bobby's friend, I have to go see my 
‘own son," 

When she did go to see Bob, his 
eyes were taped closed and he lay 
motionless. 

“He didn’t even know I was 
there,” Mary said. ‘I kept saying, 
‘Oh, Bobby, wake up."” 

After that initial visit, Mary 
returned to her son daily. She 
brought the unconscious youth a 
radio, knowing that he loved music. 

Athough he remained in a semi- 
coma, after four months at 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 
Bob was transferred to Kennedy 
Memorial Hospital for Children in 
Brighton. 

One day, after a month at Ken- 
nedy, Bob's male nurse greeted the 
Toyes at the door of their son's

»_ Americans are eating out more often 
and, some experts say, they're spending 
@s much as 40 percent of their food 
dollars to do so. With amounts of that 
order involved, families are advised by 
the Massachusetts Society of CPAs to 
take advantage of favorable tax rulings 
and plan their budgets according to 
money-saving tenets of good financial 
management. I 

The cost of food and entertainment has 
not risen as sharply as experts had 
predicted for 1981, CPAs say, but the 
moderate increase has been steady. The 
Consumer Price Index showed a rise for 
entertainment of 7,7 percent from July 
1980 to July 1981. Thé seasonally ad- 
justed cost for food away from home 
Tose 6.9 percent in the first six months of 
1981 while the total expenditure for 
entertainment rose 5.8 percent 

You may recover some entertainment 
dollars, if your costs are. business 
related and your employer does not 
reimburse you for these expenses. Check 
what items qualify as entertainment 
expenses and claim them as income tax 
deductions. CPAs say the rules for these 
deductions are strict, but they tend to be 
ambiguous. 

If you can claim entertainment 
deductions, keep accurate records of all 
your business meals. A business meal 
generally means lunch, dinner, or 
beverages served at a time and place 
where business discussions are carried 
on with someone you deal with for 
business purposes. CPAs point out there 
are three types of deductions for en-

tertainment 

The first deduction you may claim is 
for entertainment costs directly related 
to the active conduct of business. For 
example, if you discuss business during 
@ meal, the meal is directly related to 
businss. You can also deduct associated 
entertainment such as dinner and a 
play, or a tennis match which takes 
place immediately before or after a 
business discussion of meeting 


Finally, remember to include in your 
entertainment claims expenses con- 
nected to a business meal. You don't 
have to discuss business to make the 
sccasion a business meal, but you. must 
dine in a restaurant conducive to 
business discussion with a person you 
could be expected to deal with for 
business. Spouses are included in the 
deduction, and, on many occasions, this 
type of deduction falls into the category 
of goodwill entertaining 

Goodwill entertaining, however, is not 
limited to business meals. If a client is in 
town overnight and you and your spouse 
accompany the client and his or her 
Spouse to dinner, you don't need to 
discuss business nor patronize a 
restaurant conducive to business 
discussions. You would deduct your 
Goodwill expenses under associated 
entertainment. The catch here is that 
the business reason for the goodwill can 
not be too vague or remote. For in- 
stance, the entertaining should take 
place, at the latest, the evening before or 
the day after your business discussion.

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Handicapped confidence through skiing

“Confidence through sports.” 

That's the slogan of the 52 

Association, an organization 
handic 


From January 1821 at Stratton 
Mountain, Vermont, this group with 
the help of the Southland Cor- 
poration, owners and operators of 7- 
Eleven stores, will conduct a series 
of ski clinics and races for men, 
women, and children who have lost 
the use of one or more limbs or their 
sight. The purpose of this program, 
according to ,52 Association 
president Joseph R. Aicher, is to 
restore and build self-confidence in 
the physically disabled by teaching 
them to ski. 

‘Aicher also explained that skiing 
and other sports can be a form of 
rehabilitation for the disabled 
person. “Adapted sports for the 
handicapped is an ideal way to 
restore self-confidence in those who 
have suffered severe and crippling 
injuries," he said. “With the aid of 
specially designed equipment, the 
physically disabled can master the 
art of skiing just as an able-bodied 
person can. In,so doing, they build 
confidence in themselves, the most 
essential ingredient to moving back 
into the mainstream of normal 
family, community, business and 
professional life.”” 

But the 52 Association is not the 
first organization to begin using the 
concept of handicapped skiing for 
rehabilitation. It got its start in 
Austria in the 1940's, but it was not 
until the 1960’s that organized skiing 
programs of this sort began to 
spring up in the U.S. 

During the Vietnam War, the 52 
Association, in cooperation with 
Fitzsimons General Hospital, 
conducted its first amputee ski event 
in Winter Park, Colorado. The 
program was so successful that the 
Association launched an annual ski 
event. Some of the amputees who 
have learned how to ski at these 
clinics have gone on to master the 
sport and compete in national 
competitions.

‘The 52 Association was founded by 
a group of 52 New York business and 
civic leaders toward the end of 
World War II to help disabled 
veterans 52 weeks a year. The 
Association later expanded its 
services to include all disabled 
people, civilians and military alike 
Aside from its ski clinics, the 52 
Association owns several facilities 
that provide recreational 
rehabilitation in the form of various 
sports for thousands of handicapped 
individuals. 

‘There are other organizations like 
the 52 Association throughout the 
country aimed at providing services 
for the disabled. There is the Winter 
Park Handicap Ski Program in 
Colorado, for example, or more 
locally, there is the New England 
Handicapped Sportsmen's 
Association which conducts a skiing 
program at Mt. Sunapee in New 
Hampshire. Both of these programs, 
as well as that of the 52 Association, 
are designed to help handicapped 
people enjoy more active lives 
through sports participation.

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Look! It's a bird, it's a 


plane, it’s Quetzalcoatlus!

The dragonlike, long-necked 
creature with a 40-foot wingspan 
soars high above the heads of 
visitors to the new dinosaur hall in 
the Smithsonian's National Museum 
of Natural History in Washington, 
D.C. Posed in a slow, diving turn, it 
scans the floor below, its birdlike 
head with malevolent gold and black 
eyes tilted to one side. 

At first glance, it may seem to be a 
giant bird from some science fiction 
film, but this beast is neither a bird 
nor a figment of a movie’ script- 
writer’s imagination. It is a detailed, 
lifesized model of the ancient rep- 
tile, Quetzalcoatlus northropi, the 
largest flying animal on record — 
twice as large as any bird that ever 
lived 

‘The creature's double name refers 
to the serpentine Aztec god (Quet- 
zalcoat!) and to the Northrop Flying 
Wing, an experimental airplane. 
‘The Smithsonian's animal, the first 


zalcoatlus, 
scientific thinking about the 
anatomy and lifestyle of these long- 
extinct flying reptiles. 

Imagine Quetzalcoatlus swooping 
down and alighting in the dinosaur 
hall. If it folded its wings about its 
large furry body and stood erect like 
a giant pelican on its strong, slender, 
long back legs, it would be tall 
enough to look many of the 
Smithsonian's big dinosaurs directly 
in the eye 

In its lifetime, Quetzalcoatlus 
would certainly have been familiar 
with the dinosaurs, even if it didn’t 
see eye-to-eye with them. Flying 
reptiles of all sizes called pterosaurs 
— some as small as sparrows, others 
with wingspans of 20 feet or more — 
were flying the skies during the age 
of dinosaurs. Both pterosaurs and 
dinosaurs evolved from an earlier 
common reptilian ancestor, both 
lived during the same era and both 
disappeared at the end of the 
Cretaceous period about 65 million 
years ago — no one yet knows why. 

The story behind Quetzalcoatlus 
begins in 1784 when Cosimo Collini, a 
secretary to Voltaire, first reported 
the discovery of pterosaur fossils in 
a limestone quarry near the 
Bavarian village of Eichstatt 
Collini thought they were the 
remains of an amphibious mammal. 
It wasn't until the turn of this cen- 
tury that the fossils were established 
to be those of flying reptiles. 

Pterosaur remains have since 
been found on every continent ex- 
cept Antarctica. In the United 
States, the chalk deposits of western 
Kansas are a great pterosaur fossil- 
hunting ground. 

Still, no one suspected that 
Pterosaurs had grown to such 
gigantic size until 10 years ago, 
when a Texas Memorial Museum 
field party under the direction of Dr. 
Wann Langston turned up the 
massive fossilized pterosaur wing 
bones of Quetzalcoatlus in Big Bend 
National Park in west Texas. Later, 
similar but smaller bones thought to 
be those of Quetzalcoatlus juveniles 
were found elsewhere in the park. 
Additional fragmentary material 
has also been recorded from Mon- 
tana, Canada and the Middle 
Eastern kingdom of Jordan. 

“Everywhere throughout the 
world where we have fossil deposits 
from the Upper Cretaceous period, 
dating back 65 million years, we're 
now finding traces of this big 
animal,” Dr. Kevin Padian says. A 
University of California at Berkeley 
paleobiologist, Padian is a pterosaur 
authority who, in addition to 
Langston, advised the Smithsonian

on its exhibit project. 
‘The Smithsonian model reflects

wings were attached to both its front 
and back legs. Looking at the 
creature in this way, scientists found 
it difficult to understand how it 
flapped its wings and became air- 
borne: One popular held that 
it launched itself off cliffs and 
glided, flopping around on our legs 
like a bat when it landed. 

Padian and a number of other 
scientists dismiss this theory. They 
believe that the wings were only 
attached to the front legs and that 
Quetzalcoatlus was a soaring 
animal, a superb flying machine as 
perfectly adapted to the air as birds. 
When the sun warmed the earth to 
create a thermal updraft, the reptile 
jumped off the ground, flapped its 
powerful wings a few times and took 
off. Riding thermal updrafts, it 
stayed in the air all day with very 
little expenditure of energy and, 
when it landed, it walked around 
upright on its back legs like a bird. 

‘The Smithsonian Quetzalcoatlus 
model will never be put to the test of 
taking off and landing, but simply to

“flight” took more than a year of 
work and a great deal of thought by 
Smithsonian scientists and 
modelmakers. 

Dr. Jessica Harrison, a paleon- 
tologist working on the development 
of the Smithsonian’s new dinosaur 
hall, went to Texas in late 1979 to 
research and photograph Quet- 
zalcoatlus fossils. Because there 
‘was So little data to work with, she 
had to use what she calls ‘educated 
guesswork,” drawing on such 
disparate fields of study as physics, 
biology, aeronautical engineering, 
comparative anatomy and even 
architecture 


Harrison worked with Walter 
Sorrell, supervisor of the 
Smithsonian model shop, to produce 
alarge, detailed wood and fiberglass 
model — built on a scale of 2 inches 
to a foot. After some modifications 
based on suggestions offered by 
Padian (he thought the neck was too 
long), the museum had a pterosaur 
that could be enlarged to life size. To 
make the model more dynamic than 
the usual pterosaur reconstruction, 


Harrison decided to depict it in a 


and neck, wings and head. It had to 
be engineered to be light and strong 
80 it could be suspended in the air 
without sagging. Modelmakers 
Bruce Hough and Ben Snouffer 
tackled the body and eck first, 
making a hollow wire mannequin 
and covering it with fiberglass. 
Next, they worked on the wings, the 
most time-consuming and difficult 
part of the project 

The wing bones of the pterosaur 
are one of the most distinctive 
features of its anatomy. Supporting 
the wing membranes, these bones 
are an evolutionary variation of the 
forelimb of an earthbound animal 
that walked on all fours. 

‘The inner wing bone, or humerus, 
linked the inner wing to the 
muscular body. The radius and ulna, 
the outer wing bones, were attached 
to a wrist and four fingers. The 
fourth finger was unique. It was 
greatly elongated — up to 8 feet — 
and supported as much as half of the 
length of the wing membrane. 

Hough and Snouffer constructed 
each of the two wings by gluing 
balsa wood over a long, steel wire 


Mfstructed a 


armature, carving the wood to 
conform to the configuration of bone 
and flesh and then covering the wood 
with a thin coat of fiberglass. The 


membranes were formed with 
modeling clay and reinforced with 
strips of wood to get 
aerodynamically correct contours. 
‘Then, the clay model was cast in 
fiberglass. 

‘The pterosaur’s head and slender 
beak were modeled by Jim Reuter, 
who had only a partial skull and jaw 
to work with. The fossils gave him 
some idea of the size but not the 
complete shape. Working with in-

Dr. Nicholas Hotton, the 
Smithsonian's fossil reptile curator, 
Reuter filled in the missing parts. 

“I couldn't let my imagination run 
wild,”” Reuter says. “It had to be 
scientifically plausible, but I was 
allowed two dramatic touches — the 
malevolent eyes and a long, curved, 
ravenous tongue. Even though I 
enjoyed making the creature look 
somewhat evil, I don’t dislike the 
animal. It was a fragile creature and 
I think of it as being more like a 40- 
foot butterfly than a fierce 
predator.” 


The assignment of painting and 
“qurring” Quetzalcoatlus was given 
to modelmaker Tree O'Donnell. She 
stayed away from using dark green 
or typical “reptile” colors, choosing 
instead a subtle brown color that 
grades into a light buff on the 
creature's underside. The fossil 
record shows that some pterosaurs 
had fur, so Smithsonian scientists 
decided to cover the reptile’s neck, 
torso and legs with synthetic fur 


“I did a lot of piecing and stit- 
ching,” O'Donnell relates. “My 
experience with tailoring helped. I 
guess you could say that I fitted our 
Quetzalcoatlus with a custom-made 
fur coat.” . 


Completely assembled 
weighing only about 140 pounds - 


Jess than the actual animal would 


have weighed in life — the finished 
Quetzalcoatlus model was 
suspended with four steel cables 
form the ceiling of the dinosaur hall, 
where visitors to the Smithsonian 
may now see it peeling off towards 
them, as though in search of a meal. 

No one really knows what Quet- 
zalcoatlus ate. Some pterosaurs 
haye been found with marine fish in 
their stomachs, but in west Texas 
where Quetzalcoatlus lived there 
were no large bodies of water at that 
time. Would it have fed on a museum 
tourist if it were hungry? 
Smithsonian officials assure anxious 
visitors that its lifelike Quet- 
zalcoatlus has had its last meal — 
more than 65 million years ago.

Oriental rugs have traditionally 
been surrounded by a mystique, and 
buying one today is still not a clear- 
cut proposition. 

“There are costume rugs as well 
as costume jewelry,” says Tom 
Chatalbash oof Fine Arts Rug Inc. in 
Brookline, Mass. People get taken 
by by the generic name ‘Oriental’ 
and they think they are covered by a 
blanket policy. But not every rug by 
that name has the qualities that 
make a great Oriental rug great."’ 

‘There are not only many grades of 
authentic Orientals on the market, 
but a multitude of copies as well. 
Rugs marketed as ‘‘Oriental 
design,” for example, are not the 
genuine article but a machine-made 
domestic version. A glowing ad: 
vertisement for “imported rugs’’ is 
also not a guarantee that they are 
handmade. 

Another factor to consider is 
whom you buy from. Harold 
Keshishian, an Oriental rug expert 
and member of the board of trustees 
of the Textile Museum in 
Washington, D.C., who participates 
in two family-owned Oriental rug 

, says there has been a 
“dramatic increase" in the number 
of Oriental rug dealers in the United 

‘States, possibly three times as many 
Tiow as there were 10 years ago. 

With so many newcomers to the 
trade, it is especially important to 
seek out a knowledgeable and 
reputable dealer. In the Oriental rug 
business, Mr. Keshishian says, the 
old phrase often holds true: ‘The 
item you buy is no better than the 
person you buy it from.”” 

‘Although the market is currently 
down for Oriental rugs, top quality 
new rugs are in demand, and 
collectors are paying stiff prices for 
rare antique rugs in good condition. 

‘At a recent auction at Sotheby 
Parke Bernet, a small pentagonal 
‘Durkoman rug, originally used as a 
decorative trapping to go on the side 
of a camel, sold for $44,000. A 
premier of its type, the rug has 
unusual coloring and design, was 
dated before 1800, and was in ex- 
cellent condition. At Skinner's in 
Boston, a pictorial Dagestan rug 
from the Caucausus, dated 1795, sold 
for $28,000.

“The most important element in 
bulying a new rug is the quality of 
the wool,”’ says Tom Chatalbash. In 
judging wool, a rule of thumb is, 
“The higher the sheen, the nicer the 
nap." A high-grade wool rug results 
from long hairs twisted together to 
create smooth, strong yarn. Good 
woo! is also resilient and will bounce 
back when you crush it in your hand 
Any fuzz on the surface of a carpet 
indicates inferior wool with yarns 
made from short, dry hairs that pull 


Modem Chinese rugs are currently a very good value on the market 


apart easily. 
Chinese rugs are known for the 
superior quality of their wool, which 
makes them ‘‘virtually in- 
destructible," as Albert Mahfuz, 
owner of Araby Rugs in Boston, 
describes them. Chinese factory 
methods have not changed 
significantly from the last century to 
times, and the product, 
dealers say, has remained con- 
sistently excellent : 
Chinese rugs are a very good buy 
on today’s market. Duty dropped 
from 45 percent to 8 percent on top 
quality rugs and {rom 30 percent to 
under 8 percent for middle-range 
rugs imported to the US when China 
was granted favored-nation status in 
January 1980. A new 9-by-12-foot 
Chinese rug usually runs between 
$1,200 and $2,500; a comparable fine- 
quality Persian starts around $8,000 
and can easily reach five figures.

In addition to the wool, another 
gauge of quality in a rug is the 
tightness of the weave, which is 
measured in the number of knots per 
square inch. Today, 400 knots per 

inch is considered fine 
knotting, whereas antique rugs may 
have 600 or more. Dense knotting not 
only extends the lifetime of the rug, 
but is also a tangible measure of 
workmanship. 


Compate rugs next to each other, 
Mr. Chatalbash says. Often dif- 
ferences in workmanship are not 


obvious until they are seen side by 
side 

While handling a rug is crucial to 
judging the wool and the weave, it’s 
a good idea to step back to get the 
full impact of a rug’s coloring. Most 
antique rugs, which were made with 
vegetable dyes, have a lustrous 
patina developed over time that 
cannot be duplicated with the newer 
chemical dyes 

“You get a very nice ambiance 
from an old rug with wonderful 
color,” Mr. Chatalbash says. In 
home decorating, the glow of an 
antique rug not only works well in ay 
period room, but can take the edge 
off a pristine contemporary setting 
setting. 

New rugs offer a wider latitude in 
color than the traditional crimson 
and indigo backgrounds of Persian 
rugs, although Mr. Chatalbash 
points out that some turn-of-the- 
century rugs were made in 
“unheard-of colors." 

Most new rugs are made with 
chemical dyes, which are generally 
more fast and do not mellow the 
same way as a vegetable dye. 
Cheap, unstable dyes, however, may 
fade before a rug wears out or, at 
worst, bleed the first time the rug 
hits water. Analine dyes seem to be 
the sturdiest, says Harold 
Keshishian, ‘but do not “have the 
intangible quality that old vegetable 
dyes enjoy.” 

People shopping for an Oriental 
rug are often looking for a certain 
color, line, and feeling. In broad

woven rugs in which the design 
appears on both sides. These rugs 
feature animals, birds, trees; and 
flowers, and are popular for their 
contemporary colors. 

‘Specific rugs are named after the 
city or district where they were 
woven and can be identified by their 
design and color. The value of a rug 
goes up when its design or color is 
unusual for the town or area in 
which it was made. 

Whether to buy an old or a new rug 
depends on its purpose. Antique rugs 
have been dignified by museum 
exhibitions and have many desirable 
qualities, but they may not always 
be the best choice. 

‘A young family with children that 
wants to buy rugs instead of car 
peting would probably be better off 
buying a new rug, says Mr 
Keshishian . Unlike worn antique 
rugs, which tend to be thin, new 
Oriental rugs are in good condition, 
have a thick nap, and have many 
yearsof wear aheadof them . 

On the other hand, as Albert Mah- 
fuz points out, antique rugs have 
stood the test of time. They have 
been washed many times, and you 
don't have to worry about shrinking 
or color bleeding. An old rug with 
worn areas can be restored by a rug 
weaver. 

On a more esoteric level, one 
advantage of an antique rug is its 
individuality. Although classical 
Persian designs have been repeated 
since the time of Shah Abbas the 
Great in the 16th century, each

“A person buying @ system from Apple 
Computer Inc., for instance, has a 
choice of over 15,000 software programs, 
Apple spokesman Robert Campbell said. 

“The software business is growing 
exponentially,” said Ralph Gilman, a 
computer industry analyst with 
Dataquest, a Cupertino, Calif, research 
firm. “Many companies will show 300 
percent growth for the next couple of 
years or so." 

One of these is IUS. Ils sales reached 
$1.3 million last year, and should go over 
$3 million this y By 1985, IUS 
president Baker forsees sales of $100 
million. 

Another company showing fast growth 
is Peachtree Software Inc. of Atlanta. 
Its sales of accounting software 
packages reached $2.5 million last year 
and “at the beginning of this year we 
thought sales would double,” said 
spokesman Burt Bralliar. “Now we 
know we'll do better than that." 
Peachtree also recently sold a software 
package for IBM's personal computer 

Despite this growth, many of these 
companies, including IUS, have stuck to 
their entrepreneurial roots by staying 
private and have not been sold to larger 
computer companies. But eventually, 
analysts say, their growth will require 
the larger infusions of capital that a 
stock offering or takeover can bring in. 

In June, for instance, Peachtree 
Software was bought for $5.5 million by 
MSA Inc., another Atlanta-based 
company that produces software for 
large business computers, Mr. Bralliar 
said 


“A few are going public, but most 


have chosen to stay private,” Mr. 
Gilman said. “And Wall Street has 
shown an interest."" 

What helped get investors interested 
in something that was just a cottage 
industry a few years ago were two 
major developments. One made it 
possible for computers to be used by the 
Great mass of uninitiated, the other 
permitted software packages from 
many designers to be used in various 
brands of computers 


The first was the development of 
software packages that electronically 
took novice users and led them by the 
hand through processes like con- 
structing and analyzing revenug 
forecasts without pencil and paper. One 
of the first to do this was VisiCalc, a 
product of Personal Software Inc. of 
Cupertino. 


“VisiCale was the single most in- 
novative package of its time,” Gilman 
says. After that, he said, all 
microcomputers had to have software 
that made it possible for people who 
knew nothing about computers to use 
their new office “assistants” in a few 
hours 


The other development was also born 
in California, at Digital Resources Inc. 
in Pacific Grove. It goes by the name 
CP-M, for Control Program for 
Microcomputers, CP-M is what is known 
as an operating system, a set of in- 
structions that tell the machine where to 
put all the bits of information and what 
to dowith them. 

CP-M’s instructions serve as a tran- 
slator between the computers and the 
software packages from a variety of 
makers.

‘The Census Bureau is projecting 
that the number of births in the U.S. 
per year will rise to 4 million by 1983 
to. 3.6 million in 1980 and 
3.1 million in 1975. For the 1975-83 
span, that would mean an im- 
pressive 39 percent. increase. So 
significant an upturn in births after 
years of declining rates should have 
an ongoing positive effect on 
selected segments of manufacturing 
and retailing, as well as on various 
‘The surge in the birthrate stems 
directly from the larger number of 
women of child-bearing age in the 
total population.

Safety instruction urged for baby-sitters 


MEMO: To parents, 
RE: The baby sitter who is caring for your 
children tonight. 

Is the adolescent you have left in charge of 
your home really qualified for the job” 

Have you oriented your sitter on what to di in 
case of an emergency and the precautions that 
should be taken to safeguard your children and 
your home? 

‘These are among the questions being raised by 
health and safety experts now that baby-sitting 
has become a major teen-age “industry.” 

The Department of Health and Human Ser 
vices estimates that 1,000,000 teenagers are 
being handed the responsibility of child care 
while parents are away from home. What sort of 
preparation have they had for that respon 


maximize the efficiency and safety with which 
adolescents look after their young charges 
Combined Insurance has come up with the 
following suggestions fdr baby sitters and the 
families they serve i 

—Once a family has chosen a sitter, the 
youngster and at feast one of his or her parents 
should be invited to visit to become acquainted 
with the home — including emergency exits 
and the children and to arrive at a mutual un- 
derstanding of what is required. Financial 
arrangements should be settled at that time. 

On arriving for the first sitting engagement 
the teen-ager should be given a list of emergency 
telephone numbers, special instructions for the 
care and feeding of the children and a number 
where the parents can be reached if necessary 


‘The sitter should keep a permanent file on 
clients recording bedtimes, meal or snack 
schedules, names of children, sleeping 
arrangements, television rules, special 
requirements or problems, areas that are off 
limits and favorite stories, games and pastimes 
of the children, 

‘Some sitters have found it useful to carry 
their own “bag of tricks’’ containing games, 
crayons, paper, books, handicraft items, pen and 
pencil and notebook, small bandages and a 
flashlight 

‘The sitter should never leave small children 
alone. Care should be taken to keep them from 
playing on stairways or in windows and the 
kitchen and bathroom should be forbidden 
territories as places of amusement
